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W elcome to Issue 48 of Back 
To Prabhupada (BTP). 

GBC supporters have argued 
that regardless of the deviations 
the IRM thinks the GBC may be 
engaging in, we should still rec- 
ognise the "good" that the GBC 
does. It is pointed out that the 
GBC at least gets some of the "ba- 
sics" right, such as promoting 
Krishna as the Supreme Person- 
ality of Godhead, and spreading 
the chanting of the Hare Krishna 
maha-mantra. And that if peo- 
ple are encouraged to chant Hare 
Krishna and worship Lord Krishna, 
it is very auspicious. Therefore, 
why not "praise" the GBC for all 
these activities in addition to crit- 
icising it? 

However, it should be noted 
that other movements such as 
the sahajiya movement also get 
these "basics" right. And that the 
GBC itself does not "praise" the sa- 
hajiya movement either, but rath- 
er agrees with the distribution of 
SrTla Prabhupada's books which 
criticise this movement. There- 
fore, calling for others to praise 
the GBC for just doing the same 
as the sahajiya movement does 
is a hypocritical double standard. 

But there is a more fundamental 
consideration that drives the ap- 
proach of the IRM. 

Consider another activity that, 
on the surface, the GBC seems to 
get "right": the distribution of SrTla 
Prabhupada's books. However, we 
must also consider:

Yet, as we quote on page 
10 of this issue, ISKCON guru HH 
Bhakti Vikasa Swami ("BVKS") ad- 
mits that "numerous" devotees 
have not read all of SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's books, nor have they even 
thought to do so. And that a main 
reason for this is due to them 

"wasting their life reading other 
books apart from SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's". Such as, for example, the 
many written by BVKS! 

c) The reason the books are 
meant to be read is so that one 
will follow and live them. But, 
as we show on pages 7 and 15, 
rather than following the books, 
ISKCON leaders are misusing the 
books to preach the opposite of 
what the books state. 

d) Indeed, as we show on 
page 4 of this issue, SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's books are being distribut- 
ed simply to "warm up" new dev- 
otees to be funnelled into the 
arms of one of the many dozens 
of GBC-authorised diksa guru "suc- 
cessors"^ SrTla Prabhupada. 

In connection with these 
points, SrTla Prabhupada stated:

Now has the 
GBC become more than Guru Ma- 
haraja? As if simply GBC is meant 
for looking after pounds, shilling, 
pence. The GBC does not look af- 
ter spiritual life. That is a defect." 
(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 10/11/75) 

SrTla Prabhupada gives a very 
severe warning here. Even if the 
books are being successfully dis- 
tributed, the GBC still runs the risk 
of "becoming more than guru" if 
they are not being read and the 
GBC is not looking after "spiritual 
life". And trying to become "more 
than guru" will lead to failure, thus 
undoing everything: 

"Why this Gaudlya Matha 
failed? Because they tried to be- 
come more than guru." 

(Srlla Prabhupada, Room Conversa-

Here we expose yet 
another one of these reasons, con- 
cocted out of thin air for the ex- 
press purpose of falsely justifying 
a need for such unneeded, usurp- 
ing diksa guru successors to SrTla 
Prabhupada. 

GBC-guru must connect 

It is claimed that GBC-author- 
ised gurus are required because 
they perform the essential func- 
tion of "connecting" an ISKCON 
member to SrTla Prabhupada. An 
example of this is GBC-voted in 
guru His Holiness Bhakti Charu 
Swami ("BCS") stating this at an 
initiation ceremony where he at- 
tempted to justify why he is need- 
ed to be accepted by the initiates 
as their diksa guru: 

"And then you decided to ac- 
cept me as your Guru. Then what 
is my duty as your Guru? To con- 
nect you to Srlla Prabhupada ." 
(BCS, Initiation ceremony, ISKCON 
Wiesbaden, Germany, 22/7/1 1 ) 

Thus, this is also effectively 
claiming that without such GBC- 
gurus acting as intermediaries, we 
would not be "connected" to SrTla 
Prabhupada. 


Since such an initiation by the 
GBC-authorised guru will officially 
make him the initiate's diksa guru, 
the initiate's spiritual relationship 
with SrTla Prabhupada will be re- 
stricted to SrTla Prabhupada being 
his pre-eminent siksa guru: 

"Srila Prabhupada is the pre- 
eminent and compulsory siksa- 
guru for all vaisnavas (gurus and 
disciples) in the Society". 

(GBC Resolution 409, 1999) 

And it is claimed that the in- 
itiation by the GBC-authorised 
diksa guru will "connect" the initi- 
ate to SrTla Prabhupada by estab- 
lishing this relationship with SrTla 
Prabhupada: 

"Prabhupada is the princi- 
pal shelter. [...] the guru [...] es- 
tablished my spiritual relation- 
ship with Srila Prabhupada." 
(BCS, post-class Q&A, Bhaktivedan- 
ta Manor, 17/5/15) 

Already connected 

But it is also admitted by the 
GBC that any person who joins 
ISKCON \s automatically and imme- 
diately connected to SrTla Prabhu- 
pada, so that SrTla Prabhupada will 
become that person's siksa guru, 
without need for a GBC-diksa guru 
or any other intermediary: 

"That a new devotee who 
follows the four regulative prin- 
ciples and chants sixteen rounds 
for the first six months should 
chant Srila Prabhupada's pran- 


am mantra and worship him as 
Founder -Acarya of ISKCON and 
his siksa guru. [...] At any time 
after the initial six month period, 
and after passing the required 
examination, the candidate may 
choose his future diksha guru". 
(GBC Resolutions, 71, 1992) 

On the contrary, as this state- 
ment makes clear, it is only be- 
cause SrTla Prabhupada first au- 
tomatically becomes a person's 
siksa guru that he or she is then 
even able to go on to find a GBC- 
authorised diksa guru. So the GBC 
accepts that it's not that the GBC- 
authorised guru connects a per- 
son to SrTla Prabhupada as their 
siksa guru. Rather, their system 
requires that SrTla Prabhupada is 
first that person's siksa guru in or- 
der to be able to connect to the 
GBC-authorised diksa guru! 

Not needed 

Given the above, then accord- 
ing to the GBC's own explanation, 
there are only two possibilities: 

a) Since SrTla Prabhupada is 
already connected to the pro- 
spective initiate as his siksa guru, 
the GBC-authorised guru does 
not connect the person to SrTla 
Prabhupada, thus serving no pur- 
pose in connecting the prospec- 
tive initiate to SrTla Prabhupada. 

b) Since SrTla Prabhupada is al- 
ready connected to the prospec- 
tive initiate as his siksa guru, the 


GBC-authorised diksa guru first 
breaks this relationship between 
the prospective initiate and SrTla 
Prabhupada. Only then could the 
GBC-authorised guru possibly 
connect that person to SrTla 
Prabhupada so that SrTla Prabhu- 
pada becomes that person's siksa 
guru. 

If a) is the case, then the GBC- 
authorised guru is not needed 
for the "connection" purpose for 
which he claims he is required. 

If b) is the case, then the GBC- 
authorised guru is actually a hin- 
drance to establishing a connec- 
tion to SrTla Prabhupada and is not 
required for this purpose. 

Conclusion 

That SrTla Prabhupada is only 
ever the siksa guru for all ISKCON 
members is the GBC's fabrication, 
invented to allow SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's diksa guru position to be 
usurped by the GBC "diksa" gurus. 
However, we are herein able to de- 
feat the need for a GBC-authorised 
diksa guru using their own fabri- 
cated "siksa only" system! This ab- 
surd state of affairs is summarised 
in the diagram above. 

Therefore, the need for a GBC- 
authorised guru is defeated by... 
the GBC itself! To connect to SrTla 
Prabhupada, whether as siksa 
or diksa guru, only requires SrTla 
Prabhupada himself. No "connect- 
ing" intermediaries are required.

Siksa Guru Thesis Defeats Itself Again 



I n the previous article, we saw 
how the concocted idea that 
SrTla Prabhupada must be restrict- 
ed to only being the siksa guru 
was used as the basis for invent- 
ing a non-existent need for a GBC- 
authorised diksa guru "successor" 
to SrTla Prabhupada. And we then 
utilised this same"s'/7csd-guru only" 
thesis to eliminate the need for 
such a GBC-authorised diksa guru 
successor! As we shall now show, 
the very idea of promoting SrTla 
Prabhupada as only the siksa guru 
as an alternative to keeping him 
as ISKCON's diksa guru, itself leads 
to a fundamental self-contradic- 
tion which causes this scheme to 
collapse upon itself. The quotes in 
the shaded boxes are from a post- 
class "Question and Answer" ses- 
sion given at Bhaktivedanta Man- 
or, UK, on 17/5/15 by HH Bhakti 
Charu Swami. 

GBC made changes 

"The only difference is, the differ- 
ence is, the rtviks are saying that 
Prabhupada will continue to give 
initiation, but the GBC is saying 
that Prabhupada is the pre-emi- 
nent siksa guru. That's the differ- 
ence. So when we agree in glorify- 
ing SrTla Prabhupada, that doesn't 
mean that we are accepting rtvik 
philosophy." 

We saw in the previous article 
that the GBC system for initiation 
in ISKCON is the following: 

"That a new devotee who 
follows the four regulative prin- 
ciples and chants sixteen rounds 
for the first six months should 
chant Srlla Prabhupada's pranam 
mantra and worship him as 
Founder -Acarya of ISKCON and 
his siksa guru. [...] At any time 
after the initial six month pe- 
riod, and after passing the re- 
quired examination, the candi- 
date may choose his future dik- 
sha guru" 

(GBC Resolutions, 71, 1992) 

This system is similar to the 


system that SrTla Prabhupada 
established for ISKCON, with a 
key difference. This being that 
at the end of the 6 month peri- 
od the new devotee would au- 
tomatically become an initiat- 
ed disciple of SrTla Prabhupada 
following a recommendation by 
the Temple President. And this 
was the system that was prac- 
tised all the time while SrTla 
Prabhupada was on the plan- 
et, and which SrTla Prabhupada 
did not order should be termi- 
nated or changed in ISKCON due 
to his physical departure. Yet, 
the GBC did make changes to 
this system established by SrTla 
Prabhupada: 

Change 1:The initiation is not 
given by SrTla Prabhupada. 

Change 2: Instead the initia- 
tion must be given by a GBC-au- 
thorised diksa guru "successor". 

Change 3: Though all ISKCON 
devotees will continue to relate 
to SrTla Prabhupada in the same 
way — worshipping him every 
day during guru-puja , following 
his teachings and rules and reg- 
ulations, and being delivered by 
him — his position as ISKCON's 
diksa guru is now to be re-titled as 
"pre-eminent siksa guru". 

Where is the siksa ? 

However, since we are assured 
that SrTla Prabhupada is consid- 
ered so important that he is the 
pre-eminent siksa guru — with 
"pre-eminent" meaning above 
all others — then, by definition, 
these changes cannot be based 
on any source other than SrTla 
Prabhupada's direct teachings. 
Thus, these changes would have 
to be specifically taught by SrTla 
Prabhupada. But there is no men- 
tion anywhere in the entire can- 
on of SrTla Prabhupada's teach- 
ings, of SrTla Prabhupada stating 
that these 3 changes should be 
made to ISKCON's initiation sys- 
tem once he physically departs. 
Given this glaring fact, and us- 


ing the GBC's acceptance of SrTla 
Prabhupada's position as ISKCON's 
pre-eminent siksa guru, the fol- 
lowing conclusion emerges: 

We cannot accept that SrTla 
Prabhupada ceases to be ISKCON's 
diksa guru, to be replaced with 
a successor diksa guru system 
whereby he is relegated to only 
being the siksa guru, because he 
is the pre-eminent siksa guru of 
ISKCON and he never specifical- 
ly taught this . 

Therefore, though the GBC in- 
troduced the "pre-eminent siksa 
guru"-only title as a device to jus- 
tify replacing SrTla Prabhupada 
as ISKCON's diksa guru, it actual- 
ly can be used to defeat this very 
same devious plan! 

Srila Prabhupada acts as 
diksa guru 

Q:"So then, my original question, 
if a "guru" falls down, was he ever 
actually guru then?" 

BCS: "You see, these... in a min- 
ute analysis won't become rele- 
vant if we recognize the fact that 
Prabhupada is the principal shel- 
ter. You see, when we consider 
that the guru re-established my 
relationship or established my 
spiritual relationship with SrTla 
Prabhupada. Now if he individual- 
ly has some spiritual problems it 
doesn't really matter, because the 
main business was to establish re- 
lationship with SrTla Prabhupada. 
And Prabhupada will protect and 
take care of those devotees." 

It is stated that if a GBC-au- 
thorised " diksa guru" "falls down" 
(meaning that he has usually 
been caught having moral stand- 
ards lower than even a common 
materialist), it does not matter. 
Because SrTla Prabhupada, even 
though he is not physically pre- 
sent, will step in for this GBC-au- 
thorised diksa guru and "pro- 
tect and take care" of the devo- 
tees who had been initiated by 
this fallen GBC guru. Thus, SrTla 



Prabhupada is effectively assum- 
ing the diksa guru role which the 
GBC-authorised diksa guru was 
supposed to have carried out had 
he not "fallen down". But if SrTla 
Prabhupada is able to step into a 
diksa guru role for these devotees 
after the GBC guru falls, then it is 
admitted that SrTla Prabhupada is 
able to act, and is acting, as diksa 
guru for these devotees. Given 
this fact, then SrTla Prabhupada 
could also have stepped into this 
same diksa guru role at the outset. 
There is no reason why such a spir- 
itual consistency in his interaction 
and role with these devotees can- 
not be maintained. Otherwise we 
would have the absurd situation 
that though SrTla Prabhupada is 
able to perform the all-important 
function of protecting and taking 
care of these devotees, he is si- 
multaneously denied the oppor- 
tunity to carry out the initial ini- 
tiation that even the "fallen" diksa 
guru was able to perform! There- 
fore, the need for GBC-author- 
ised diksa guru successors to SrTla 
Prabhupada, whether "fallen" or 
not, is again eliminated! 

Conclusion 

No matter which way the GBC 
turns, no matter what nonsense it 
comes up with to try to justify tak- 
ing over SrTla Prabhupada's posi- 
tion, as this article and the previ- 
ous have shown, we can use spir- 
itual ju-jitsu to turn their own non- 
sense against them and defeat 
them! They can never defeat SrTla 
Prabhupada's diksa guru position. 
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BTFs Influence 


ack To Godhead (" BTG ") is the 
official magazine of ISKCON. 
Though founded in 1944 by SrTla 
Prabhupada, it is today run by 
ISKCON's leadership. However, two 
recent issues have seen BTG pre- 
sent editorials .that preach SrTla 
Prabhupada's position in ISKCON 
as being akin to that of ISKCON's 
diksa guru. In other words, those 
editorials could easily have ap- 
peared in BTP\ 

Srila Prabhupada's books 
= Transcendental sound 

"For nearly fifty years now, Hare 
Krsna devotees have been dis- 
tributing the books of His Divine 
Grace A.C. Bhaktivedanta Swa- 
mi Prabhupada all over the world. 
Why? Because those books — 
mostly translations, with commen- 
tary, of Vedic texts— are equivalent 
to the transcendental sound Brah- 
ma heard. Brahma accepted that 
sound as coming from God, took 
its guidance, and realized God, 
himself, and his purpose." 
(Editorial, BTG , March/April 2015) 

This describes the transcen- 
dental sound that Lord Brahma 
heard from Lord Krishna. BTG's ed- 
itor states that SrTla Prabhupada's 
books are equivalent to this sound 
that was heard by Lord Brahma. 
And SrTla Prabhupada states that 
Lord Brahma was initiated by this 
transcendental sound: 

"Thus by being influenced 
by the sound vibration of Krsna's 
flute, Brahma, the supreme crea- 
ture and first living entity of this 
material world, was initiated as 
a brahmana. That Brahma was 
initiated as a brahmana by the 
flute of Krsna is confirmed by 
Srila Jiva Gosvami." 

[Teachings of Lord Caitanya, Ch. 31 ) 

Consequently, BTG is accept- 
ing that the transcendental knowl- 
edge coming from SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's books has the power akin 
to initiating those who receive this 
knowledge. SrTla Prabhupada ex- 


plains this as follows: 

"As such, vedanta-vadis , or 
the followers of the Vedanta, 
indicate the pure devotees of 
the Personality of Godhead . 

Such vedanta-vadis , or the 
bhakti-vedantas, are impartial in 
distributing the transcenden- 

tal knowledge of devotional 
service . [...] By such endeavor, 
even the most forgotten soul is 
roused up to the sense of spir- 
itual life, and thus being initi- 
ated by the bhakti-vedantas. 
the people in general gradual- 
ly progress on the path of tran- 
scendental realization." 

(SB, 1.5.24) 

In ISKCON, the transcenden- 
tal knowledge being distribut- 
ed by the pure devotee “bhakti- 
vedanta" \s that distributed by A.C. 
Bhaktivedanta Swami Prabhupada 
via his books. 

Further diksa confirmation 

As way of further confirma- 
tion that SrTla Prabhupada is initi- 
ating everyone in ISKCON through 
his distributing transcendental 
knowledge via his books, in the 
very same issue BTG carried the 
following lecture: 

"The Sanskrit word for initia- 
tion is diksa . As stated in an au- 
thoritative Vedic dictionary, di- 
vya jhanam ksapayati iti diksa: 

"Diksa means to expand or re- 

veal transcendental knowledge " 
There are two kinds of knowledge: 
transcendental [divya) and mun- 
dane. [...] Diksa means the be- 
ginning of transcendental knowl- 
edge. [...] The Bhagavad-gita is 
the summary of all Vedic knowl- 
edge. If we pass through the pro- 
cess of divya-jhana. by diksa. 
then we rightly understand what 
is Bhagavad-gita". 

("Founder's Lecture", Srila Prabhu- 
pada initiation lecture, 18/6/76, BTG , 
March/April 201 5, emphases added) 

And SrTla Prabhupada is the 
person who is giving this diksa 



Spreads to BTG 


through divya-jhana to everyone 
in ISKCON: 

" Divya-jhana hrde prokasi- 
to . What is that divya-jhana ? 
[...] This is divya-jhana. Diksa. 
Diksa means from this divya- 
jhana." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 11/7/76) 

"In a song we sing every day, 
Narottama dasa Thakura says, 
caksu-dana dila yei, janme jan- 
me prabhu sei: the guru gives 
spiritual insight to the disciple, 
and therefore the guru should 
be considered his master, life 
after life." 

(SB, 6.7.21) 

This song verse, "cakhu-dan 
dilo jei, janme janme prabhu sei , di- 
vya jhan hrde prokasito " (Trans- 
lation: "He opens my darkened 
eyes and fills my heart with tran- 
scendental knowledge. He is my 
Lord birth after birth"), is sung 
every day by ISKCON devotees 
as " Guru-puja ” to Srila Prabhu- 
pada . 

Defined as diksa guru 

"the greatest danger lies in the 
area of spiritual guidance. [...] 
But what's to protect us from pho- 
ny spiritual guides? [...] The Bha- 
gavatam can protect us from im- 
itators who lead people far from 
the Truth and keep them bound 
to endless suffering in the mate- 
rial world. SrTla Prabhupada, by 
presenting the Bhdgavatam, has 
shown himself to be a genuine 
spiritual doctor guided by a gen- 
uine reference book. He can cure 
our ailing souls." 

(Editorial, BTG, May/June 2015) 

In the following issue BTG 
states that SrTla Prabhupada pro- 
tects us from those who may 
cheat us spiritually, through his 
presenting Srimad-Bhagavatam, 
and that he is a "spiritual doctor" 
who can "cure our ailing souls". 
And the "spiritual doctor" who 
cures us from the material sick- 
ness "ailing our souls", in contrast 



to a regular doctor who only cures 
the physical sickness affecting the 
body, is the very definition of the 
diksa guru: 

" Diksa actually means initi- 
ating a disciple with transcen- 
dental knowledge by which he 
becomes freed from all materi- 
al contamination." 

(Cc., Madhya-lila, 4.1 1 1 ) 

Conclusion 

From many different angles, 
BTG is presenting descriptions of 
SrTla Prabhupada and his transcen- 
dental books that identify him as 
ISKCON's diksa guru. SrTla Prabhu- 
pada: 

a) Initiates us through tran- 
scendental knowledge; 

b) Provides us diksa through 
divya-jhana ; 

c) Frees us from all material 
contamination, which is the defi- 
nition of a diksa guru. 

These same descriptions of 
SrTla Prabhupada have been pre- 
sented in BTP for a long time now, 
and it is good that BTG is also now 
presenting the same. It directly de- 
scribes SrTla Prabhupada as acting 
as the “diksa" guru, even if it does 
not call him that! Thus, ISKCON's 
official publications continue to 
present SrTla Prabhupada as func- 
tioning in every way as ISKCON's 
diksa guru. And by giving these 
descriptions of SrTla Prabhupada 
and his books, it then becomes 
absurd to conclude, as the GBC 
does, that SrTla Prabhupada is not 
the diksa guru, and instead some- 
one else — who is not doing any of 
the above — is!

Snla Prabhupada’s Transcendental Vibration 
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I n previous issues, we have cov- 
ered the many desperate at- 
tempts to argue that the diksa 
guru must be "living", i.e. physical- 
ly present. These arguments can 
basically all be defeated simply by 
stating two obvious facts: 

a) Many of SrTla Prabhupada's 
disciples never had any physical 
contact with him. 

b) Nearly all of the "physical- 
ly present" gurus whom we must 
supposedly accept because a 
"physically present" guru is sup- 
posedly essential, do not in any 
case themselves have a "physical- 
ly" present guru! 

In addition, we have noted 
the most important and relevant 
fact — that SrTla Prabhupada nev- 
er taught that the diksa guru must 
be physically present, and on the 
contrary has taught the opposite. 
Yet, certain quotes have frequent- 
ly been misused to falsely claim 
that SrTla Prabhupada does preach 
the need for a physically present 
diksa guru. We examine one such 
quote here. All emphases added. 

The quote 

The following quote is claimed 
to be "evidence" that hearing from 
SrTla Prabhupada will not help, 
and instead one must approach 
a "living" (physically present) per- 
son: 

"A gramophone will not help. 
[...] "If you want to read Srimad- 
Bhagavatam, you must approach 
a person who is life living Bhaga- 
vatar 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 27/5/74) 

On first reading, the quote 
may appear to support this false 
conclusion: a "gramophone" will 
not help us; rather, if we want to 
read the Srimad-Bhagavatam, we 
must approach a "living" person. 
Thus, supposedly, we cannot rely 
on SrTla Prabhupada's recorded 
or written words but instead we 
must approach a physically pre- 
sent person. However, let us ex- 
amine this quote closely. 


The full quote 

The version of the quote pre- 
sented above is a truncated ver- 
sion used to make the case for the 
"living"guru theory. The full quote 
actually states: 

"Therefore there are many, 
many very artistic Bhagavata 
reciters, but they could not turn 
even one man to Krsna con- 
sciousness. Because they are 
not self-realized, svanubhavam. 
Of course, we have tried our 
best; so in few years there are so 
many Krsna conscious persons 
come out. This is the secret. Un- 
less one is svanubhavam. self-re- 
alized. life is bhagavata. he can- 
not preach Bhagavata . That is 
not. . . That will not be effective. A 
gramophone will not help . There- 
fore Caitanya Mahaprabhu's sec- 
retary, Svarupa Damodara, rec- 
ommended, bhagavata pora gi- 
ya bhagavata-sthane, that "If 
you want to read Srimad-Bhaga- 
vatam, you must approach a per- 
son who is life living Bhagavata ." 
(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 27/5/74) 

1) It states "That will not be 
effective. A gramophone will not 
help". The "not help" part refer- 
ring to the "gramophone" repeats 
the "will not be effective" state- 
ment just made. Hence the "gram- 
ophone" refers to whatever the 
"that" which "will not be effective" 
refers to. 

2) To determine what the 
"that" refers to, we need to read 
the statements before the "That 
will not be effective" part. And we 
can see that the "that" refers to 
"artistic Bhagavata reciters" rather 
than a self-realized person. Thus, 
the "gramophone" here does not 
refer to the preaching of SrTla 
Prabhupada which may have 
been recorded, but the presenta- 
tions of non-self-realised Bhagav- 
ata reciters. 

3) The phrase "life living bhaga- 
vata" is used to mean one whose 
"life is bhagavata ". That is, the "liv- 
ing" part is used to describe a self- 


realised person who is a "living" 
Bhagavata. It is not used to re- 
fer to someone who must be 
"physically present". Nor does 
the quote state that such a per- 
son must be physically present 
in order to be approached, nor 
that his preaching cannot be re- 
ceived in a recorded form. Thus, 
the quote actually states that we 
approach SrTla Prabhupada, as he 
is a self-realised person, with a life 
as a "living Bhagavata" and not an 
"artistic Bhagavata reciter". 

Further confirmation 

SrTla Prabhupada states this 
same understanding — that "gram- 
ophone" refers specifically to hear- 
ing from a non-realised person — 
repeatedly: 

"Gramophone or tape record 
speaker, that will not be . You 
must be live speaker. Your living 
condition should be spiritually. 

what is called, surcharged . [...] 
When you are spiritually strong. 

if you speak something on spir- 

itual subject matter, then it will 
be effective. Otherwise it will be 

just like tape record playing ." 
(Srlla Prabhupada, Room Conversa- 
tion, 5/10/75) 

"But if you want to manufac- 
ture something of your own con- 
coction. that will not act. That will 
not... That will be gramophone. " 
(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 6/12/73) 

"But who is chanting, he must 
be a sincere devotee . Then his 
chanting will be effective. A gram- 
ophone machine will not do. 
He must be realized; then his 
chanting will be effective." 

(Srlla Prabhupada, Room Conversa- 
tion, 3/8/76) 

Thus, SrTla Prabhupada specifi- 
cally uses "gramophone" to refer to 
the concocted preaching of a non- 
realised person as being just like 
mechanical words coming from a 
machine, as opposed to the "spir- 
itually surcharged" preaching that 
comes from one who is a realised 
person. 



Transcendental sound 

The self-realised sound vibra- 
tion from SrTla Prabhupada is tran- 
scendental and can continue to 
be received via a recording: 

"I have also accepted, upon 
your recommendation, the five 
men for 2nd initiation. Let them 
hear the gayatri mantra through 
the right ear from the tape of 
myself chanting it ." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 6/2/75) 

" The transcendental vibra- 
tion from the mouth of a pure 
devotee is so powerful that it 
can revive the living entity's 
memory of his eternal relation- 
ship with the Supreme Person- 
ality of Godhead." 

[SB, 4.20.25) 

"The potency of transcen- 
dental sound is never mini- 
mized because the vibrator is 
a pparently absent ." 

(58, 2.9.8) 

Conclusion 

1 ) The rejection of the teach- 
ing of non-realised professional 
Bhagavatam reciters does not re- 
fer to rejecting the continued ac- 
ceptance of the transcendental 
teaching of the self-realised "liv- 
ing Bhagavata", SrTla Prabhupada. 

2) This self-realised teaching 
can continue to be received in re- 
corded or written form. 

3) This is a case study in how 
being motivated by the "living 
guru" theory leads one to see 
what one wants to see, rather 
than what is actually there.

"travelling sahkirtana" There is 
nothing necessarily wrong with 
selling candles. But it isn't what I 
would call " sahkirtana ". They call 
themselves gurus like they called 
selling candles in bars traveling 
sahkirtana. They know they are 
not good-as-God gurus.

Harikesa:"You so completely 
destroy the opposition, it's very 
hard to say anything more." 

Srila Prabhupada: "Yes. That 
you have to prove. You can eu- 
logize your Guru Maharaja, but 
you have to learn it and face the 
public and be strong to defend 
yourself. That is success. Not 

by praising your Guru Mahara- 

ja. You'll praise your Guru Mahara- 
ja. That is not very difficult. But be 
victorious to the opposing ele- 

ments. Then you will praise your 
Guru Maharaja nicely . At home, 
you can praise your Guru Mahara- 
ja, and Guru Maharaja be satisfied, 
"Oh, my disciples are praising me." 
That is not very. . .That is good, re- 
spectful. That is the qualification. 
But you have to fight. Then your 

Guru Maharaja will be glorified ." 

(Room Conversation, 26/12/75, em- 
phases added) 

a) SrTla Prabhupada specifically 
encouraged the publication of ar- 
ticles that demonstrate his preach- 
ing being victorious to the oppos- 
ing elements. This is exactly what 
BTP does. All that has changed are 
the types of "opposing elements". 
Above, SrTla Prabhupada speaks 
of defeating materialistic philoso- 
phers (in his book Dialectic Spirit- 
ualism). But today the most dan- 
gerous opposing elements to SrTla 
Prabhupada are within his own 
movement. BTP defeats them us- 
ing SrTla Prabhupada's words in 
such a way that they "completely 
destroy the opposition". 

b) SrTla Prabhupada wants us 
to "fight" on his behalf in this way 
because that is how he "will be 
glorified", rather than just by of- 
fering him words of praise. 

2. The "bogus persons" are 
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merely a vehicle by which we: 

a) Demonstrate SrTla Prabhu- 
pada is "victorious". 

b) Illuminate the correct phi- 
losophy of Krishna consciousness 
through the practical and real- 
life dynamic examples of how it is 
misunderstood by misleaders, fol- 
lowed by the correct understand- 
ing as given by SrTla Prabhupada. 
In this way, the path of transcend- 
ence is illustrated side by side with 
the path of nescience:

These brah- 
manas have no qualities and qual- 
ifications as mentioned in Bg., 
Chapter 18, Text 42."

You make a very good point. 
Bg. 18.42 outlines the qualities of 
a brahmana as follows: 

"Peacefulness, self-control, 
austerity, purity, tolerance, hon- 
esty, wisdom, knowledge, and 
religiousness — these are the 
qualities by which the brahma- 
nas work." 

(Bg. 18.42) 

And SrTla Prabhupada states: 

" Brahmana means who has 
got very nice intellectual brain, 
who can understand the Abso- 
lute Truth." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 21/2/73) 


And the ISKCON sannyasis, 
most of whom are also suppos- 
edly 'good as God' diksa gurus, are 
supposed to be the "highest quali- 
fied" brahmanas in the movement: 

"Vaisnava, to become Vais- 
nava, is not so easy. If Vaisna- 
va, to become Vaisnava is so 
easy, why so many fall down, 
fall down? It is not easy. The san- 
nyasa is for the highest quali- 
fied brahmana." 

(Srila Prabhupada, Room conversa- 
tion, 14/2/77) 

Yet, BTP is continually docu- 
menting that these ISKCON san- 
nyasis, far from possessing "hon- 
esty, knowledge, wisdom" and an 
"intellectual brain", are not even lit- 
erate, being unable to even string 
a few sentences together (please 
see our 'ABCs' series) without: 

a) Engaging in self-contradiction; 

b) Contradicting SrTla Prabhu- 
pada; 

c) Displaying ignorance of what 
they are supposed to be address- 
ing, by offering "straw man" argu- 
ments; 

d) Displaying no grasp of basic 
philosophy; 

e) Demonstrating childish errors 
and general illogical nonsense. 

Thus, if this is the position of 
those who are supposed to be the 
"highest qualified" brahmanas, we 
can only imagine the status of all 
those who are supposed to be be- 
low them. 

And you do not need to take 
our word for it. ISKCON's leaders 
agree!: 

ISKCON leader HG Ravindra 
Svarupa Dasa stated that ISKCON 
has no "brain" due to a lack of 
brahmanas : 

"The first and foremost is 
that ISKCON— I put it starkly— 
has no brain. [...]

step and do everything need- 
ed to form a proper communi- 
ty of brahmanas. [...] If this first 
step is taken, and ISKCON is thus 
given a brain, then I am sure we 
shall be in a better position to 
know where to go further" 
(Ravindra Svarupa Dasa /'Varnasra- 
ma Dharma : A Mission Unfulfilled" 
1999) 

Another ISKCON leader HH 
Bhakti Vikasa Swami ("BVKS") 

confirmed that this situation re- 
mains, with ISKCON's leaders not 
being on the brahminical plat- 
form: 

"So these are just some ex- 
amples of how those who are the 
leaders seem to be very much 
misleading, themselves not pro- 
perly situated. [...] So still the 
need is there to get the head in 
order [...] We're still at the stage 
of needing to get the brahmana 
order in proper shape." 

(BVKS Lecture, 24/8/11) 

And if the leaders themselves 
are not on this platform, then it 
is no surprise that the devotees 
who are supposed to be initiat- 
ed as brahmanas by these lead- 
ers are also not on the brahmini- 
cal platform. BVKS states "numer- 
ous" such devotees actually have 
a"sOdra-like mentality": 

"Numerous devotees who 
have been initiated for ten years 
or more, and are even brah- 
mana- initiated, have not read 
all of Srlla Prabhupada's books, 
and apparently have never 
thought of doing so. They are 
depriving themselves of the 


nectar of Srlla Prabhupada's as- 
sociation and guidance — may- 
be due to lack of time, a sudra- 
like mentality (being preoccu- 
pied with working hard and 
earning money), having little 
interest in philosophy, wasting 
their life watching TV or on the 
internet, or reading other books 
apart from Srlla Prabhupada's." 
(BVKS Lecture, 10/11/11) 

Focus on Srila Prabhupada 

"Hare Krishna! What is IRM's 
view on the RamanandT move- 
ment?

Editor replies: 

Our mission is to exclusive- 
ly help those who have accept- 
ed Srlla Prabhupada as an author- 
ity and want to follow him. There- 
fore, for such persons, only move- 
ments that ostensibly accept Srlla 
Prabhupada as the authority are 
relevant. Hence, we concentrate 
exclusively on such movements 
who claim to represent Srlla 
Prabhupada, but then misuse Srlla 
Prabhupada's authority to mis- 
lead others in Srlla Prabhupada's 
name. Other movements, such 
as the RamanandT movement do 
not accept Srlla Prabhupada as 
their authority, and consequent- 
ly we do not need to concern our- 
selves with them, and thus do not 
have knowledge of them in order 
to form a view. 

Gaudiya Matha & ISKCON 

"This movement will certain- 
ly expose the incorrect practic- 
es followed in ISKCON and will be 
able to deliver the original taste 
and feeling of Srlla Prabhupada's 
ISKCON. It is a good thing you are 
escalating incorrect practices fol- 
lowed in ISKCON and putting the 
instructions of Srlla Prabhupada 
as it is. This will surely open the 
eyes of blind persons/devotees. 

My suggestion is not to com- 
pare the situation post-departure 
of Srlla Prabhupada from the ma- 


terial world to the Gaudiya Matha 
situation post-departure of Srlla 
Bhaktisiddhanta SarasvatT. I re- 
quest you not to pull in Gaudiya 
Matha in this controversy, or else 
this will deviate the motive of re- 
vival."

Editor replies: 

Let us examine the facts. 

1) Srlla Prabhupada stated 
that the Gaudiya Matha diso- 
beyed the orders of the acarya 
by appointing a successor acarya 
without a specific order to do so: 

"Why this Gaudiya Matha 
failed? Because they tried to be- 
come more than guru. He*, be- 
fore passing away, he gave all di- 
rection and never said that "This 
man should be the next acarya ." 
[...] They wanted to create arti- 
ficially somebody acarya, and 
everything failed." 

(Srila Prabhupada, Room conversa- 
tion, 16/8/76) 

2) He stated that Srldhara 
Maharaja was responsible for this 
blunder: 

"He* never recommended an- 
yone to be acarya of the Gaudiya 
Math. But Sridhara Maharaja is 
responsible for disobeying this 
order of Guru Maharaja, and he 
and others who are already dead 
unnecessarily thought that there 
must be one acarya. [...] So Srid- 
hara Maharaja and his two asso- 
ciate gentlemen unauthorizedly 
selected one acarya and later it 
proved a failure." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 28/4/74) 

3) Srlla Prabhupada asked that 
we not repeat the same mistake in 
ISKCON: 

"So Sridhara Maharaja and 
his two associate gentlemen 
unauthorizedly selected one 
acarya and later it proved a fail- 
ure. [...] Therefore we may not 
commit the same mistake in our 
ISKCON camp." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 28/4/74) 

*SrTla Bhaktisiddhanta SarasvatT Jhakura 
Maharaja, the acarya of the Gaudiya Matha 
and Srlla Prabhupada's guru. 


However, as soon as Srlla 
Prabhupada departed: 

1) ISKCON appointed 11 suc- 
cessor " acaryas " even though it is 
conceded that their acarya , Srlla 
Prabhupada, had never given an 
order for this to be done: 

"Actually Prabhupada nev- 
er appointed any gurus. He ap- * 
pointed eleven ritviks. He never 
appointed them gurus" 

(HHTamala Krishna Goswami, 3/12/ * 

80, quoted in ISKCON Journal (1990), 

GBC Executive Committee) 

2) To set this system up, the 
GBC specifically went for advice 
to the same Sridhara Maharaja re- 
sponsible for the previous “acarya" 
debacle — please see BTP Issue 6, 

"The Hoax that Jayapataka Built", 
for evidence. It can be read here: 

www.iskconirm.com/hoax 

3) Thus, ISKCON repeated the 
same mistake as the Gaudiya 
Matha. 

Therefore, Srlla Prabhupada 
states the Gaudiya Matha failed 
because of a bogus acarya ap- 
pointment involving Sridhara Ma- 
haraja, and asks that ISKCON not 
make the same mistake. 

ISKCON made a bogus acarya 
appointment involving Sridhara 
Maharaja, and thus ISKCON made 
the same mistake! 

Therefore, according to the 
information provided by Srlla 
Prabhupada, the situations are 
very comparable. 

Guru falldowns 

"I would like to know why 
there are so many fall downs in 
ISKCON. Srlla Prabhupada had 
never appointed anyone to be- 
come the next Acharya, so who 
initiated this usurping of Achar- 
ya's position? Please clarify.

Editor replies: 

1. Generally by "falling down", 
it is meant: 

a) A "guru" has engaged in im- 
moral activities that even many 
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materialists do not engage in: 
paedophilia, other illicit sex, drug- 
taking and other similar debauch- 
ery, running off with money, and 
so on. 

b) That they have been 
"caught" engaging in such activ- 
ities. 

But this is a very low stand- 
ard for judging whether or not 
someone who is supposed to be 
a "good as God" member of the 
disciplic succession has "fallen 
down". It is more applicable for 
judging materialists than those 
who are supposed to be the most 
advanced persons on the plan- 
et, on the highest possible spirit- 
ual level. 

A more relevant standard is to 
judge if such persons have at all 
disobeyed the Acarya of ISKCON, 
SrTla Prabhupada. Such disobedi- 
ence leads to immediate falldown: 

"If one is disobeying the 
spiritual master, he cannot re- 
main in the pure status of life. 
He cannot be siksa - guru or any- 
thing else. He is finished, imme- 
diately." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 4/7/74) 

And by this standard we can 
demonstrate that every person 
claiming to be a guru in ISKCON 
has fallen down — see next point. 

2. We can note that SrTla 
Prabhupada explains: 

"The spiritual master must 
never be carried away by an ac- 
cumulation of wealth or a large 
number of followers. A bona 
fide spiritual master will nev- 
er become like that. But some- 
times, if a spiritual master is not 
properly authorized and only 
on his own initiative becomes a 
spiritual master, he may be car- 
ried away by an accumulation 
of wealth and large numbers of 
disciples. His is not a very high 
grade of devotional service." 
(The Nectar of Devotion, Chapter 1 4) 

a) Therefore, if a spiritual mas- 
ter is not properly authorised but 
instead becomes a spiritual mas- 
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ter on his own initiative, he may 
become carried away by an ac- 
cumulation of wealth and a large 
number of disciples. Thus, in any 
group of such unauthorised spir- 
itual masters, some of them may 
"fall down" in this way. Thus, the 
fact that some ISKCON gurus have 
"fallen down" in this manner shows 
that they were not authorised. 

b) And since all ISKCON gurus 
have been authorised in the same 
way, through GBC authorisation, 
then it shows that actually none of 
them were authorised, regardless 
of whether or not all of them have 
been "seen" to have "fallen down" 
on a gross material level. 

Thus, by not being properly 
authorised, all ISKCON gurus have 
actually "fallen down". 

c) As to the question of who 
initiated this usurpation pro- 
gram, we can note that the lead- 
ers of ISKCON, the Governing 
Body Commission, first author- 
ised 1 1 persons to usurp SrTla 
Prabhupada's position by falsely 
claiming SrTla Prabhupada "select- 
ed" them; followed by authoris- 
ing many more to also usurp SrTla 
Prabhupada's position: 

"[...] for 1978, no new Spirit- 
ual Masters shall be appointed 
other than the 1 1 selected by 
Srila Prabhupada." 

(GBC Resolution No.16, 19/3/78) 

"[...] any GBC can present a 
diksa guru candidate before the 
GBC body. [...] and upon majori- 
ty approval of the body, he may 
take up the responsibilities of 
an initiating guru in ISKCON." 
(GBC Resolution No. 3, 30/3/86) 

Srila Prabhupada, our 
diksa guru

ISKCON's deviations 

"I want to thank you for send- 
ing TFO and BTP in the Czech lan- 
guage. 

The information that you dis- 
tribute describes the same expe- 
rience I have had with ISKCON 
in Slovakia. Since 2005 I have 
grown more and more inter- 
ested in this movement (I have 
studied all available Prabhupada 
books from ISKCON, and I have 
become vegetarian and chant 
japa). But because of present 
ISKCON's deviations from the orig- 
inal Prabhupada mission in the 
Western countries, I am still not a 
full-time devotee. 

This degradation in the move- 
ment I at first disregarded, but 
currently it has become very prev- 
alent, with ISKCON devotees not 
following the regulative principles 
and not even following the most 
basic duties prescribed by SrTla 
Prabhupada, such as chanting 16 
rounds of the Hare Krishna maha- 
mantra every day. Rather, such 
persons are using the movement 
for simply benefiting themselves 
materially, and they use Krishna 
just like a marketing tool. 

This is all happening with the 
acceptance of the leadership of 
ISKCON Slovakia. 

When I questioned the lead- 
ership about these deviations, the 
answer I received was that it does 
not matter as long as such per- 
sons bring new members to the 
movement. But then, these new 
members will copy the deviations 
of those who recruited them, and 
in this way the original teachings 
will continue to degrade even fur- 
ther. 

After this disappointing expe-

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The Blind Advising the Blind 


A t this year's GBC meetings, 3 
GBC sannyasis made a Power- 
Point presentation (henceforward 
referred to as "3P") to the GBC, in 
which they argued that females 
should not be allowed to become 
diksa gurus. The GBC accepted this 
presentation and passed Resolu- 
tion 310, 2015, which suspend- 
ed previous GBC resolutions ap- 
proving female diksa gurus (please 
see BTP 47, QNN, "Gurus Don't 
Know What Gurus Should be Do- 
ing!"). In response, ISKCON guru 
HH Hridayananda Dasa Goswami 
("HD"), has written a paper called, 
The VaisnavT Guru ('T\/G"), in which 
he attempts to show the logical 
flaws in 3P. However, as we shall 
now demonstrate, both presenta- 
tions suffer equally from a funda- 
mental flaw — fabricating some- 
thing that SrTla Prabhupada never 
did. The quotes in the shaded box- 
es below are taken from TVG. 

No guru appointment 

""[...] His Divine Grace did not ap- 
point VDGs [VaisnavT Diksa Gurus] 
in 1977. On the occasions in 1977 
that SrTla Prabhupada spoke of his 
disciples acting as diksa gurus, he 
never mentioned that Vaishnavis 
would take up that role."" 

The above is actually a state- 
ment from 3P which is quoted by 
TVG. This statement from 3P ar- 
gues that SrTla Prabhupada nev- 
er appointed female diksa gu- 
rus, and uses this non-appoint- 
ment to conclude that there- 
fore SrTla Prabhupada did not de- 
sire female diksa gurus in ISKCON. 
However, by this same argument, 
which the GBC accepted, the 
GBC would also have to accept 
that SrTla Prabhupada did not de- 
sire any diksa gurus in ISKCON 
(aside from himself), since SrTla 
Prabhupada never appointed any 
diksa gurus, male or female. Such a 
" diksa guru appointment" by SrTla 
Prabhupada has never been pro- 
duced. On the contrary, as long 


ago as 1990, the GBC accepted in 
an official GBC publication, ISKCON 
Journal, the following statement 
made by GBC member HH Tamal 
Krishna Goswami: 

"Srlla Prabhupada never ap- 
pointed any gurus. He only ap- 
pointed ritviks." 

(Tamal Krishna Goswami, Topanga 
Canyon, 3/12/80, quoted in ISKCON 
Journal, Issue 1, 1990) 

HD's appointment Myth 

"Again, the only primary evidence 
we have here is the neutral fact 
that Prabhupada appointed elev- 
en white, male, American gurus." 

As just seen, in order to make 
its argument against female diksa 
gurus, 3P would need to falsely 
assume that SrTla Prabhupada did 
appoint male gurus. Yet, as part of 
HD's "response" to 3P, as seen in 
the statement above, HD agrees 
with this false assumption! Hence, 
he perpetuates the same " diksa 
guru appointment" fabrication 
that the presentation he is sup- 
posed to be rebutting depends 
on. He also claims that this non- 
appointment constitutes "prima- 
ry evidence". Thus, he is claiming 
"primary evidence" means some- 
thing which is made up, for which 
no evidence exists! He is therefore 
guilty of the very thing he accuses 
the authors of 3P of doing: 
"Unfortunately, the authors mis- 
understand and misapply the 
term primary evidence and thus 
give us a series of invalid and con- 
tradictory arguments." 

Self-serving inference 

"In 1977 Prabhupada named elev- 
en white, male, American devo- 
tees to be rtvik gurus, and regular 
gurus in his absence." 

It is a historical fact that the 
only time SrTla Prabhupada specif- 
ically "named eleven white, male, 
American devotees" in 1977 to a 
position was in a directive issued 


to all GBCs and temple presidents 
on July 9th, 1977. There is no oth- 
er record in 1977 where 11 such 
individuals are named to take up 
any position. Yet, in this directive it 
only states that the 1 1 individuals 
are being named as rtviks, or rep- 
resentatives of SrTla Prabhupada. 
And that they will accept disciples 
on behalf of § rTla Prabhupada, so 
that "the newly initiated devotees 
are disciples of His Divine Grace 
A.C. Bhaktivedanta Swami Prabhu- 
pad, the above eleven senior dev- 
otees acting as His representative." 
There is no mention of them be- 
ing named to act as"regular gurus 
in his absence". Therefore, HD is 
making an unwarranted and self- 
serving inference: that the naming 
of 1 1 rtviks by SrTla Prabhupada 
somehow also meant that they 
were named by SrTla Prabhupada 
as "regular gurus in his absence". 
HD is therefore guilty of the very 
thing he accuses the authors of 3P 
of doing: 

"The authors' false primary evi- 
dence assumes an unwarranted 
inference: when Prabhupada did 
one thing, he was really doing an- 
other. [...] The authors' self-serv- 
ing inference stands between, 
and distorts, Prabhupada's explic- 
it statements and actions. Ironical- 
ly, rather than clarify the primary 
evidence, they conceal it." 

No explicit statement 

"We do not have Prabhupada's 
direct, explicit statement that 
VaisnavTs can never be gurus. Had 
Prabhupada made such a state- 
ment, the authors would have 
quoted it. [. . .] Let the authors first 
prove that Prabhupada absolutely 
forbid VaisnavT gurus" 

HD offers the above rebuttal 
to arguments made in 3P, which 
he refers to as being from the "au- 
thors". But these arguments apply 
equally to SrTla Prabhupada's diksa 
guru position in ISKCON. For, 'we 
do not have Prabhupada's direct 



explicit statement that he can nev- 
er be ISKCON's diksa guru follow- 
ing his physical departure. Let one 
first prove that Prabhupada abso- 
lutely forbid this.' Thus, by HD's 
own argument, neither he, nor an- 
yone else, should be denying SrTla 
Prabhupada's diksa guru position 
in ISKCON. Yet, this is the position 
of both HD and the GBC. 

Conclusion 

At the outset of his TVG paper, 
HD states that he feels compelled 
to point out the logical flaws in 3P: 
"Since it is the duty of senior 
brahmanas to advise the GBC, and 
since ISKCON devotees should 
know how they are being gov- 
erned, I will analyze the logical va- 
lidity of the power points present- 
ed to the GBC members." 

However, as we have demon- 
strated, HD's "rebuttal" is full of the 
same nonsense that he claims to 
expose. We thus have: 

1) GBC-endorsed "scholars" claim- 
ing to present guru-tattva regard- 
ing females; 

2) HD claiming to be a "senior brah- 
mana"\Nho will correct them; 

3) BTP showing both of them talk- 
ing nonsense. 

Therefore, far from this being 
an example of a "senior brahmana" 
advising and correcting the GBC, 
what we actually have is an exam- 
ple of: 

The blind advising the blind. 
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Racist Theories v. Spiritual Philosophy 


I n previous BTP issues we have 
highlighted how those unable 
to defeat the IRM philosophically 
have instead resorted to launch- 
ing racist attacks on myself: 

1) Jayadvaita Swami insisting 
that I must be wrong in relation to 
the GBC due to being a "Gujarati 
guy" (of Western Indian origin) — 
please see BTP 34; 

2) ISKCON Nairobi's spokes- 
person claiming that BTP opposes 
ISKCON's gurus due to myself be- 
ing of British birth and culture — 
please see BTP 37; 

3) Madhudvisa Dasa stating 
that I am promoting SrTla Prabhu- 
pada as ISKCON's only diksa guru 
due to being of South Indian 
descent — please see BTP 39. 

Leaving aside the idiocy of 
such attackers not even being 
able to fabricate a consistent ra- 
cial theory, if one could defeat the 
arguments presented by the IRM 
philosophically, then there would 
be no need to resort to such racial 
theories in the first place! Howev- 
er, the racial detractors have now 
gone further. GBC-elected ISKCON 
guru His Grace Kripamoya Dasa 
("KMD") agrees that the use of a 
racial theory should now be ex- 
panded from attacking just myself 
to all devotees of Indian and Hin- 
du bodily backgrounds who may 
support the IRM. This theory was 
put forward by a disciple of SrTla 
Prabhupada named AkrGrana- 
tha Dasa ("AD") in a post made 
on 3/5/1 5. Excerpts from this post 
are given in the shaded boxes be- 
low, and KMD endorsed this theo- 
ry by responding to the post with 
the following statement: 

"You are perceptive and correct." 

Indians are racist 

"Another thing is that there seems 
to be a xenophobic element to 
their movement. A number ofTPs 
in India all at once decided that 
they accepted " The Final Order", 
but it seems to me that an under- 
lying motive must have been a 


sense that devotees born in mlec- 
cha families cannot really be ad- 
vanced Vaisnavas (otherwise, why 
would any sensible person be per- 
suaded by the arguments in The 
Final Order, which are childish and 
display a lack of spiritual educa- 
tion?)" 

It is claimed that Indian-bod- 
ied devotees who accept The Final 
Order (“TFO") do so because they 
have a sense of racial superiority 
over non-Indians. It is claimed that 
this must be the case because the 
arguments in TFO are "childish", 
lacking "spiritual education" and 
that no "sensible person" would 
accept them. But it is AD who is re- 
sponding here with a non-spiritu- 
al, speculative, racial theory, rather 
than spiritual philosophy. 

Hindus are casteist and 
nationalist 

"Caste prejudice in Hindu soci- 
ety is strong, and the idea that 
non-Hindus can be made into 
genuine brahmanas and Vaisna- 
va acaryas by the process of in- 
itiation is something that Bhak- 
tisiddhanta SarasvatT Prabhupada 
had to fight for in his day, and that 
controversy still continues in this 
Bangalore dispute. Most of SrTla 
Prabhupada's own leading disci- 
ples were born in mleccha fami- 
lies and do not even speak mod- 
ern Indian languages. So there is 
some Hindu nationalism at work 
as well, I detect." 

The above statement contin- 
ues on immediately after the pre- 
vious statement, and we are fur- 
ther told about TFO supporters 
that "caste prejudice in Hindu so- 
ciety is very strong", and that "Hin- 
du nationalism" is at work. 

So in summary: devotees of 
Indian and Hindu birth who ac- 
cept that SrTla Prabhupada is 
ISKCON's diksa guru due to fol- 
lowing TFO do so because they 
are motivated by: racism (xeno- 


phobia), caste prejudice and Hin- 
du nationalism. 

These racial theory attacks 
made against devotees of Indi- 
an and Hindu birth have been 
endorsed by an ISKCON leader, 
a GBC-authorised ISKCON diksa 
guru. This gives us some idea of 
how much those who are sup- 
posed to be the most "advanced" 
in ISKCON remain on the mun- 
dane bodily platform rather than 
having risen to the spiritual and 
philosophical level. 

Height of hypocrisy 

"I think the thing that disturbs me 
most about ritviks is not their ide- 
ology of doing away with phys- 
ically-present spiritual masters 
(though that ideology is clear- 
ly against all sastras and previous 
acaryas), but the fact that they 
have made it practically a tenet of 
their religion to criticize all senior 
devotees in ISKCON." 

This one sentence is jam- 
packed with hypocrisy: 

1) Having criticised devotees 
of Indian and Hindu birth who ac- 
cept SrTla Prabhupada as ISKCON's 
diksa guru as being racist, casteist 
and nationalist, AD claims he is 
very disturbed by persons who 
criticise devotees! 

2) And AD claiming that those 
accepting TFO do so for racial rea- 
sons due to their race — is itself a 
racist theory! 

3) Thus, it is actually AD who 
has made it a 'tenet of his anti-TFO 
religion' that those who accept 
TFO must be criticised on the ba- 
sis of their bodily identity. 

More nonsense 

"But the ritvik ideology deliber- 
ately breaks the chain of disciplic 
succession, so it has to be reject- 
ed by any serious student of SrTla 
Prabhupada's books." 

We demonstrated in the last is- 
sue (please see "The Unbreakable 



Disciplic Succession") that keep- 
ing SrTla Prabhupada as ISKCON's 
diksa guru does not break the 
disciplic succession. Rather, it is by 
replacing SrTla Prabhupada with 
the GBC-manufactured gurus that 
the disciplic succession is actual- 
ly broken. 

"We cannot create an ideology 
that devotees should take initia- 
tion from a previous acarya and 
need not learn to serve a devotee 
who is physically present." 

1 ) SrTla Prabhupada is not the 
previous acarya, but the current 
Founder and Acarya of ISKCON. 
This is stated by the GBC them- 
selves as documented by the 
book Srila Prabhupada: The Foun- 
der- Acarya of ISKCON — Presenting 
the Conclusions of the GBC Foun- 
dational Document 

2) Keeping SrTla Prabhupada 
as ISKCON's diksa guru does not 
preclude anyone from serving a 
devotee who is physically pre- 
sent, just as it did not preclude 
the many disciples of SrTla Prabhu- 
pada who never met him when he 
was on the planet, from also serv- 
ing devotees who were physical- 
ly present. 

Conclusion 

According to th e"Kirtan Stan- 
dards Seminar" delivered by HH 
Jayadvaita Swami for ISKCON dev- 
otees, KMD is supposed to be wor- 
shipped every morning as an "as- 
sistant to the gopis" (mahgala-ara- 
ti prayers). But, in reality, he can- 
not even situate himself on the 
platform of only accepting spirit- 
ual philosophy rather than specu- 
lative racial theories. 


o' 
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Living Guru 


T he guru hoax requires that 
the "living" (meaning physical- 
ly present) guru myth is kept alive 
at all costs. For without it, SrTla 
Prabhupada is accessible as the 
diksa guru for all ISKCON mem- 
bers, thereby eliminating the 
current ISKCON guru hoaxers. 
Hence, the "living guru" myth is 
essential as a "barrier" to keep SrTla 
Prabhupada "out". However, we 
have also noted that there is no 
evidence or teaching from SrTla 
Prabhupada supporting this myth, 
and plenty of counter-evidence. 
Given such a desperate situation, 
one option is always to just "make 
stuff up" and this is exactly what 
guru hoaxer HH Sivarama Swa- 
mi ("SRS") does. The statements in 
the shaded boxes are from an SRS 
podcast on 20/5/1 5. 

"Living" made up 

Question: "Guru Maharaja, sastra 
says that someone who desires 
self-realization or advancement 
in spiritual life needs to accept a 
spiritual master and it's important 
that it's a living guru so that there 
can be personal relationship and 
guidance. But how does that work 
if someone has, let's say, 30,000 
disciples?" 

SRS: "That's a detail, or it's irre- 
levant. It's irrelevant because the 
vidhi is that " upadeksyanti te 
jnanam", that you need to accept 
a living spiritual master, [...] And 
because Krishna makes these 
rules, therefore if we want to get 
the result of our devotional ser- 
vice, we have to do it Krishna's 
way, not our way." 

SRS refers here to a line, “upad- 
eksyanti te jnanam", from Bhaga- 
vad-gita, 4.34, and claims that 
this states that "you need to ac- 
cept a living spiritual master". That 
this is the "vidhi" and "Krishna's 
way". However, neither this line, 
nor 4.34, state this. The word-for- 
word translation of "upadeksyanti 
te jnanam" is given as "initiate unto 


you knowledge", while the com- 
plete verse states: 

"Just try to learn the truth 
by approaching a spiritual mas- 
ter. Inquire from him submis- 
sively and render service unto 
him. The self-realized soul can 
impart knowledge unto you be- 
cause he has seen the truth." 

There is no mention here that 
you need to accept a living spiritu- 
al master. The verse states that we 
need to accept a spiritual master, 
but the "living" part is just made 
up by SRS. 

Speaks of the disciple 

Actually, once we consult the 
purport to this verse, it becomes 
clear that this verse is definitely 
not referring to a spiritual master 
who must be "living" (physically 
present). SrTla Prabhupada states 
in the purport (emphases added): 

"The Lord therefore advises 
us to approach a bona fide spirit- 
ual master in the line of disciplic 
succession from the Lord Him- 
self. No one can be a bona fide 
spiritual master without follow- 
ing this principle of disciplic suc- 
cession. The Lord is the original 
spiritual master, and a person in 
the disciplic succession can con- 
vey the message of the Lord as it 
is to his disciple ." 

SrTla Prabhupada explains the 
verse refers to the interaction be- 
tween the spiritual master and his 
disciple. The purport continues: 

"Unless there is submission 
and service, inquiries from the 
learned spiritual master will not 
be effective. One must be able 
to pass the test of the spiritu- 
al master, and when he sees the 
genuine desire of the disciple. 
he automatically blesses the dis- 
ciple with genuine spiritual un- 
derstanding." 

Again, it speaks of "submission 
and service" and "inquiries" being 
carried out by the "disciple". The 
purport continues: 

"In this verse, both blind fol- 
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Desperation 

lowing and absurd inquiries are 
condemned. One should not only 
hear submissively from the spir- 
itual master; but one must also 
get a clear understanding from 
him, in submission and service 
and inquiries. A bona fide spirit- 
ual master is by nature very kind 
toward the disciple ." 

Again, it refers to the hearing, 
submission and service and in- 
quiries by the disciple. 

"Living" nof required 

Hence, this verse, which refers 
to the interaction between a guru 
and a disciple, cannot be refer- 
ring specifically to a spiritual mas- 
ter who is "living" (physically pre- 
sent), otherwise the process of: 

"conveying the message of 
the Lord", "hearing, submission 
and service and inquiries" 

would all have ceased for eve- 
ry disciple of SrTla Prabhupada 
once he physically departed in 
1977! Thus, SRS and every other 
SrTla Prabhupada disciple would 
have performed no service, nor 
heard from, nor submitted to, 
nor had any message from SrTla 
Prabhupada for the last 38 years! 
Yet, SrTla Prabhupada has never 
taught that the guru-disciple rela- 
tionship ends as soon as the spir- 
itual master physically departs. 
Therefore, it is proven, both by 
the line SRS quotes, the verse this 
line is from, and the purport to the 
verse, that SRS has just made up 
that the "vidhi" is that "you need 
to accept a living spiritual master" 
and that this is "Krishna's way". No, 
it is SRS's lying, desperate made- 
up way. 

Srila Prabhupada 
required 

"The issue is, yes, generally speak- 
ing the person from who you get 
siksa, they're the person that you 
should be getting diksa from. 
That's, Prabhupada says that's 
the tradition, that's what makes 
sense." 
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Srila Prabhupada: The actual 
"living" {spiritually present) guru 


As we noted in a previous arti- 
cle, the GBC has accepted that SrTla 
Prabhupada is everyone's pre-em- 
inent siksa guru in ISKCON: 

"Srila Prabhupada is the pre- 
eminent and compulsory siksa- 
guru for all vaisnavas (gurus and 
disciples) in the Society". 

(GBC Resolution 409, 1 999) 

This means that SrTla Prabhu- 
pada is the person from whom 
one should receive s'/7csd"above all 
others" (meaning of pre-eminent). 
And SRS agrees that this is the 
siksa guru from whom one should 
be getting diksa. And that this is 
what SrTla Prabhupada teaches is 
the "tradition", and "what makes 
sense". So, according to SRS, we 
have a triple whammy of — 

What SrTla Prabhupada teaches; 
Tradition; 

What makes sense; 

— concluding that SrTla Prabhu- 
pada should be the one from 
whom we should all take diksa. 
Therefore, SRS himself explains 
why we do not need to accept 
a spiritual master who is "living" 
(physically present). And thus, 
even SRS agrees that SRS just 
made this up! 

Conclusion 

A clear sign of an idea's false- 
ness is that one is forced to resort 
to just making things up! Other- 
wise one could present the evi- 
dence for the same. Such is the 
fate of the "living" (physically pre- 
sent) guru myth.

The Practical Consequences of the Guru Hoax 


I n the article on page 5, we quoted HH Bhakti Charu Swami claiming that the GBC "allowing" $rTla Prabhupada to be restricted to only be the "pre- 
eminent" siksa guru of ISKCON constitutes them "glorifying" Srlla Prabhupada. However, in practice, ISKCON does not even adhere to this restricted 
"glorification" of Srlla Prabhupada as only being the"pre-eminent siksa guru" Below is this year's Vyasa-puja offering to HH Sivarama Swami ("SRS") 
made by a very prominent disciple who is the Temple President of ISKCON's largest temple in Europe, which is also the headquarters of ISKCON UK: 

"Guru Maharaja you are the patita-pavana , saviour of the fallen. Our only real business should be to follow your instructions and work 
for your pleasure and Krsna's." 

(Srutidharma Dasa," Vyasa-puja" offering to SRS, 2015, emphasis added) 

1 . The GBC idea is that one should follow Srlla Prabhupada's instructions since he is supposed to be "the pre-eminent and compulsory siksa- gu- 
ru for all vaisnavas (gurus and disciples) in the Society" (GBC Resolution 409, 1 999). Yet, here we have a "Vyasa-puja" offering stating that the "only 
real business" should be to follow the instructions of, not Srlla Prabhupada, but one of the GBC-authorised diksa guru "successors" to Srlla Prabhu- 
pada. Thus, for the disciple, his GBC guru, SRS, is actually the "pre-eminent siksa guru" as well as his diksa guru. 

2. And we have shown repeatedly that the "instructions" of SRS are different to the instructions of Srlla Prabhupada. Indeed, we have managed to pro- 
duce a whole book, WO Deviations: The Life and Teachings ofHH Sivarama Swami, documenting this. In addition, in practically every BTP issue we doc- 
ument how SRS deviates from Srlla Prabhupada's teachings, including in this issue, on the previous page! 

3. And SRS's deviations are blatant and usually the exact opposite of what Srlla Prabhupada teaches. 

For example, Srlla Prabhupada states: 

"Physical presence is immaterial". 

(Srlla Prabhupada Letter, 19/1/67) 

Whereas SRS states: 

"It doesn't mean that vapu [physical presence] is immaterial." 

(SRS Podcast, 20/5/1 5) 

Srlla Prabhupada states: 

"Guru cannot be a conditioned soul. Guru must be liberated." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 16/2/71) 

Whereas SRS states: 

"And therefore in that way those who are not liberated souls, but even conditioned souls can take the position of guru." 

(SRS Podcast, 3/11/08) 

Srlla Prabhupada states: 

"When one has attained the topmost position of mahabhagavata, he is to be accepted as a guru and worshipped exactly like Hari, the 
Personality of Godhead. Only such a person is eligible to occupy the post of a guru." 

(Cc„ Madhya-lila, 24.330) 

Whereas SRS states: 

"He [Krishna]'s willing to make the compromise that less than maha-bhagavatas can become gurus" 

(SRS Podcast, 3/11/08) 

And so on. 

4. Therefore, the guru hoax is so pernicious that it cannot even maintain keeping Srlla Prabhupada as ISKCON's pre-eminent siksa guru. Rather, in 
practice, the GBC-authorised diksa guru becomes everything for the disciple, and SrTla Prabhupada takes a back seat. Of course, all these issues would 
I be resolved instantly if ISKCON simply agreed to follow Srlla Prabhupada's orders and keep him in the same position he held when he was physically 
present, which included him being the diksa guru for every member of ISKCON.
